joined Aurongzeh. At Fateh puiyS^^i'i flight of steps outside the Buland 
Barwdza was Gompleted» the fountain in tlie ablution tank of the Bargdh 
repaired and the ter raced garden in Jbdh Bdl’s palace laid out anew. 

3. The work of conservation on Hindu and Buddhist monuments in the 
Punjab was Insignincant, but in the United Provinces some important works 
were carried out at a total cost of Hl7,796^0.0. They indudo tho nreseryatiori 
of the temple of BLltargdon in tho Cawnpore district, one of the very fcw 
fairly complete examples of ancient brick architecture in India. The conserva¬ 
tion of the well-known Dhamckh, tho large Siupa of Sdrndth near Benares, is 
another work of importance. The sculptured stone facing of this monument 
has in places fallen away and it has been found necessary partly to renew the 
missing portions in plain dressed stone blocks os the only means of saving the 
structure from gradual collapse. The so-c&llcd lagat Singh’s Stupa and minor 
monuments at ^rndth were also kept up. An important work of conscn'ation 
carried out in the Frontier Circle may here find mention, namely that of pre¬ 
serving the famous Buddhist ruins of Taklit-i-Bahai. Tho work, wbicli is partly 
excavation, is described in detail in Mr. Hargreayes’ Progress ^port.’ 

4. In the Western. Circle the works of conservation in the Bombay Presi¬ 
dency are, os usual, very nitmorous. Among the most important, I mention the 
maintenance of, and repairs to, the well-known cave temples of Blcpbanta near 
Bombay. The rebuilding of the missing columns was reported to bo still In jiro- 
gress by the end of the year. The work of dismantling and rebuilding tho 
south wall of the Harem building at Sarklioj in Gujarat was completed. Special 
repairs were done to the Jami'Masjid at Broach and to tJio Habshl Gumbaz at 
Junnai and also to tho Caves in tho latter place. At Bijopur a sum of 
B 2,000-0-D was spent on corrent repairs to the arclueoiT^ical buildings in 
general, whilst special works of oonseryation were carried out on tho Ibrahim 
Rauza and the Maball. The dismantling and rebuilding of tho ceiling of 
the mezzanine gallery in the former building was brought to completion. I 
may add that fortuimtely a large portion of the original stono ceiling could be 
preserved, A^r Maball is a building of little architectural importance 
and borrows its main interest from the relics it enshrines and from some curi¬ 
ous frescoM—the work of European artists. Repairs to the roof of this building 
wore still in pre^toss at tho close of the year. It may also be mentioned Jiere 
that the Buddliist Stupa^ of Mirpur-Ojaa in Sind, which was excavated by 
Mr. Cousene in the previous year, has now been protected by means of a fence. 
Aa regards the Native States in tho Western Presidency, two works in Kathiawar 
deserve special mention t the preservation of the temple of Sbmnathat. Pmbhosa 
Patton in SOrath Prant and that of tho TrinetreSvara temple situated in the 
Than Mahall of the Lakhtar State. No other State in KathiawiLr has spent any 
amount towards conservation of ancient monuments. It is roported ttiat in 
Bar^ State a large sura has been spat in conserving tho temple of Ruiiramals 
at Siddhapur and that an estimate for repairs to the Surya temple at Mudhera 
has been sanctioned, These repiis had neon suggested by the late Superinten¬ 
dent, Mr. Cousens. In none of the Native States of Central India and Raj- 
putana do any arcbmologicol works of importance appear to have been under¬ 
taken or caiTi^ out. It may, however, be mentioned here that the famous tem¬ 
ples at Dilward, Mount Abu, axe being repaired by tho Jain community under 
the mperyision of the Esccutivo Engineer, Mount Abu Bivision. The work 
consists chiefly of repairs to tho dam aged portions of the carvings.

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Dr. SpooneUt on hiS trnnsfcr to tio Eastern CltclCr has recognised the impera¬ 
tive necessity of an up-to-date list of ancient monuments for Eongal and 
intends to tali:e up tliis important lisk in the next touring season. He 
proposes to bring out his revis^ list in a series of small volumes ivliich will 
deal with the various divisions in turn, and will be illustrated so os to be more 
attractive and useful. Dr. Spooner, m dlscnsaing Ins project, rightly points 
out that it ia absolutely necesaarv for the archtcological ofQoer to inspect the 
monumonta in person, instead of depending on teturns leceivod from district 
officers, as was done in. the preparation of the old 'lists, jVs regards Burma, 
I may mention that a printed list of monuments in the Afandalay Division 
is now available and that similar lista for the other divisions uill soun be 
taken In hand. 

Mbmiwu, 9. In the course of my cold weather tour I paid special attention to the 

question of museum administration whicli is of the utmost importance for the 
preservation of minor antiqtutics. The great difficulty in rcgai-d to the 
large archeeologiooJ collections is that hardly in any case are they placed in 
charge of an arch ecological expert specially appolnte<L for their management. 
Tlic result is that little lias been done to render such col lections available for 
purposes of education and research, and that scvorail even among the most 
LRijKjrtant are neither arranged nor catolcgucd or even labelled. It is true 
tiiat the officers of the Archinological Survey have been connected with the 
provincial and local museums in an honorary capacity, and most that Ijas hcuu 
accomplished of late years in improving the aich^Iogical collections is due to 
thnir agency, 

t'liin" 10. In lust year’s report I have referred to the Indian Museum Act pas.si’id 

ji aieiim. 1910, of which the Director-General of Archaeology lias become 

eX’OjJiciQ a Trustee of the Indian Museum at Calcutta. Consequcotly I had to 
pay a great deal of attention to tbo Calcutta Museum all during tlio year, 
especially after on the Ist December 19101 Jiad taken charge of the .li-chaio- 
logiciil Section. It cannot bo aaid that so far tlic new arrangement has led to 
very satisfactory results, but aa I have written n special report as o(licer-in- 
chargo of the Section, I need not enter here into further detail.

'd' 11. In a special report on the Aladraa Atuseura T calU^ the attention of

section. The splendid collection of Amaravatl marbles is neither eatalogued nor 
iabcUedj and its present arrangement leaves much to be desired. Many of the 
sculptured and inscribed stones have been lying in the open for many yc-ars, 
as the Museum budding does not afford room for their accommodation.' The 
numerous prehlstorics discovered fay Mr. Bea in ezeavation are still unpacked 
and have accumulated so aa to fill all available space. 

The coUectiou of sculptures and insoriptions in the newly built museum at 
S.irnatb near Benares has now been arranged and labelled by my Assistant, 
ran.dit Daya Ram Sahni, who devoted most of the oold season to this task. He 
has also prepared a catalogue which I hope to edit in the course of the next 
year. 

AcqwhiUors. 12. A few yeara ago the Gcniral Museum, Lahore, started a separate 
Lamaistic Section which will be of special interest for a comparison with the 
splendid collection of Grtcco-Buddliist or Gandhiira sculptures, for which tlic 
I^hore Museum is famous. In the year under review this Lamaistic Section 
has been enriched with a number of embroidered and painted temple banners 
which were purchased partly from a special grant made by the Punjab Govern¬ 
ment and partly from (die Imperial subsidy JFor archteology. In the same man- 
nor the colleolaoTi of Mufidial pictures in Ihe Delhi Museum was conEidcraldy 
extended. It now comprises a oompleto scries of the Mitral rulers of India 
with their chief relations and ministers, and bids fair to become the moat im¬ 
portant collection of its kind both from an artistic and historical point of view. 
The Delhi Aluseum has roused a considerable amount of local interest, in proof 
whereof 1 may mention that some valuable histoncal miniatures were prescnlfid 
by Air. Imre Schwaiger, whilst a large number of ancient pictures were given 
on loan by Khwaja Mahmud Ilussain, Munsif of Jagadhri,a member of one of 
the old Delhi families. It is hoped that his public-spirited action may 
Lo followed hy others. The Delhi Museum on arciueology owes much to the

In this conneetion I wish aIk} to record a 
very important inscription, the disoovery of which is liheirise due to the vigil- 
nnee of Pandit Eadha Krishna. It is incised on a sandstone pillar of curious 
shape which the Pandit extracted from the bed of the river Jamun nf^ ^r the 
village of fsapur opposite Mathura. In the inscription it is stated to bo a sacri* 
ficial post (Sanskrit Yupa) erected in the reign of a king Vasishka* who must 
have reigned between the great Kushana rulers Kaniabka and Huvishka and 
probably belongod to the some honsq. The inscription thus establishes a his¬ 
torical fact and is, morooveT, interesting as the earliest epigraph in pure Sanskrit 
hitherto found. The learned world is indebted to Panmt Kadha Krlslma for 
this important acquisition. 

16, In the Eastern Circle unfortunately no exploration of any kind could 
bo undertaken, as Dr. Spooner was left without an architectural assistant and 
had to give all hia attention to questions of conserration. Neither were any 
excavations carried out in tho Western Cirde. In Madras Mr. Rea continued 
his explorotion of tho Buddhist site on the hill of Itamatirtham in the Vizaga* 
patam District and unearthed a further number of rcligioui buildings belong* 
ing to the mtinastery which once existed on this spot.

I liare made it my special object to acquire the staudnrd 
works on the monuments of Indo-China (jdambodia ) and Java, ubieb arc so 
ciosely relat^ to those of India proper, I may mention here that at Mr. Mar¬ 
shall’s initiative an arrangement was made with the Arohajologicnl Commis- 
aioner of Ceylon, the pitector of the Prench school of the Fur Past and tiie
